WHENEVER mid d le-aged or old ­ 
er person s have pain s in various 
parts of the bod y, particularly the 
vrms an d legs, they are apt to thin k 
that they have arthritis or in flam- 
n ation of the join ts. However, it is 
more likely that they have fibrositis 
Fibrositis mean s in flammation of j 
he con n ectin g or supportin g tissues 
iroun d muscles. This con d ition may 
levelcp as a result of in juries or 
in fection s, an d may be con fused 
1th 
arthritis. 
Man y person s thin k that muscle 
spasm is an in d ication of fibrositis, 
>ut muscle spasm usually occurs 
ahly to protect the pain ful struc­ 
ture. In other word s, if a Join t 
is pain ful, spasm of the muscle oc- 
urs to keep the Join t from bein g 
moved . 
Un accustomed Ex ercise 
Muscle spasm may be caused by 
fear, cold , tox in s or In fection . Tem- 
rorary spasm of a group of mucles 
n ay be brought on by un accustomed 
» x ercise. 
However,

spasm 
would seem to in d icate that the 
n uscles are n ormal in other word s, 
hat fibrositis is n ot presen t. Mus­ 
cles which are un d ergoin g spasm !
